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Boiling a Steak. 

A well broiled steak is plump or 
puffy and elastic, not flat and hard. 
If that idea or picture is kept in mind 
from the start, the cooked piece of 


meat may be prepared in a model way. 
The steak is plump because the juices 
in it have become hot and the steam 
from them has expanded the cells 
which contain them. 

It ie as necessary to heat a broiling 
oven carefully, and with discretion, as 
it. is to heat an oven in which any 
thing is to be baked. To put a piece 

ol meat into a tepid oven, with the 
Leas flame full on, is not the way to 
4 a good piece of broiled meat. It is 
to light the gas, leave the door 

open till the dead air has been burned 
up, as in heating any oven, then to 
Close the door until it is genuinely not. 

The piece of meat on a greased and 
heated grill may then be put in, the 
surface seared on one side and then 
on the other, the heat lowered, and the 
whole allowed to cook through. High 
heat not only injures the lean part 
but the fat as well, which it may set 
on fire. A thick steak may require 
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twenty minutes in all, because the old 
fashioned type of rareness is not high- 


ly commendable. 
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The meat was really taken that way 
formerly as a sort of defense against 
the dried up product of longer cook- 
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because salt dfaws out the juices. 
After the searing the heat should not 
be great enough to boil the juices and 
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draw thern up through the surface 
formed. But juices need cooking and 
time is required for it.

PROPER HOOKUP OF WIRES IN 
BRACING FRUIT TREES. 
hookup of the new central 
wiring system, now gradually 
coming into general use in the 
fruit growing sections from coast 
to coast, is simple, inexpensive, and 
can be easily done by any man who 
owns fruit trees. It is too new for 
horticulturists to leave the orchards 
long enough to try it out on shade 
trees in city parks and trees on lawns, 
but with some modifications it will no 
doubt be found valuable in supporting 
trees outside the orchard. 

The new method merely consists of 
wires attached to a staple or screw 
eyes . or screwed into each 
branch fastened to a small ring 
near the center of the tree. : 

If the tree has six main branches, 
for example, more or less equally dis- 
tributed around the trunk, the wires 
would all ‘be brought to the ring in 
the ‘center like spokes of a wagon 
wheel leading out in all directions from 
the hub. In this way the weight of a 
branch on one side is supported by a 
branch on the opposite side of the 
tree—the weight of one branch is 
counteracted by the other’s weight. 

Sometimes a wire running from one 
branch to the other is sufficient where 
the branches are parallel, and in this 
case the cen ring is not needed.
